But for the coolness ol 
Mayor Herman Meyers and tho officers 
commanding tho troops blood might 
have been tho reirdt. Bayonet charges 
wero made several tinwi! to clear tho 
streets, bnt Lho mob, which had gath- 
ered about Masonic Tmiipte, one of the 
prominent l/uildm^a of tho city and sit- 
uated in tho heart of Savannah, stub- 
bornly refused to reriro.
